WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 —Acting Secre- 
tary Adee has received advices from 
United States Consul General Jerrigan, 
at Shanghai, dated July 
12th, enclos- 
ing four letters received by him from 
missionaries, giving in detail accounts 
of thé events in China leading up to 
the X iots against the missionaries at 
Cheng Tu, in the province of Szechuen. 
One of these from Spencer Lenier 
very comprehensive in acope, was dated 
Dhung King, China, and says that the 
west China mission of the Methodist 
Episcopsl church is the only American 
mission represented at Cheng Tu. 
The 
Americans are: 
Rev. Oliver Cady and 
wife. H. L. Can Wright, M. D., and two 
children, and Eev. J. F. Feat and wife 
and two children. 
This mission owned 
but.one section of property in Cheng 
Tu, on which was a Chinese building 
fitted for the residence of two families, 
a Chinese building used as a chapel, a 
dispensary and minor structures. 
Mr. 
Lanier says substantially all these are 
gone, even the paving stones being 
carried off the court. 
The total loss, 
exclusive of personal losses, is about 
6,000 taels. 


The American Baptist 
Missionary 
union had stations at Sui Fu, Kiatiog 
and Yacheo. 
The mission and person- 
al property in Eiating and Yacheo is 
probably all lost, though 
particulais 
had not been received by Mr. 
Lanier 
when his letter was written. 
At Sui 
Fu the Americans owned a ereat deal 
of property, but not much damage was 
done to it. 


Mr. Lanier described the various at- 
tacks made on the missions at 
Cheng 
Tu, the particulars of which have been 
printed in the American newspapers. 
In the attack on the premises of 
the 
Canadian Methodist mission, the two 
physicians in charge of the hospital and 
chapel, which were afterwards looted 
and burned, kept the mob at bay, but 
the cfQcials would give no 
assistance, 
although several of them were quite 
near. 
Late that evening, May 28. the 
members of the American 
Methodist 
mission sought refuge in the district 
magistrate's yamen, but were refused, 
and told they would be protected if 
they returned home. 


Belying on this promise, they were 
entirely unprepared for the mob which 
soon visited them and had barely time 
to escape. 
Operations were renewed 
by the mob at daybreak next day and 
before noon the attack was general on 
all the Catholic and Protestant mission 
places. 
The American 
Methodists, 
from their hiding places in an attic 
only six feet away, watched the 
mob 
for twelve hours 
plundering 
their 
houses. 
Some of the soldiers of the 
province assisted in the looting 
and 
dug up a number of bones which they 
took to the district magistrate's yamen, 
representing them to be the bones of 
babies which the foreigners had eaten. 


The viceroy, says Mr. Lanier, and 
consequently all lower officials were 
simultaneously suffering from a severe 
attack of indisposition. 
He makes 
serious charges against the viceroy, 
Cheo Taoti, claiming that as he had 
been degraded and was soon to be re- 
callled, he was bent on giving a parting 
hit, both at the foreigners, whom 
he 
hated, and the government 
When 
the flames burst forth from the Roman 
Chatholic bishop's residence, scarcely a 
stone's throw from the viceroy's yamen, 
the viceroy remarked, according to Mr. 
Lanier, that this was a matter for his 
successor to attend to, and he states 
that only after everything was quiet 
did the viceroy make an efiort to re- 
store order, meantime, having sent out 
telegrams that a mutilated child had 
been found at a foreign place with a 
result that nearly all the natives be- 
lieved the story. 
Mr. Lanier scores the 
viceroy severely, and demands the pun- 
ishment of hostile officials. He incloses 
copies of the inflammatory placards 
that were posted everywhere, charging 
that the foreigners were 
kidnaping 
children and using oil from their bod- 
ies. 
A letter from Dr. Harry L. Can- 
wright confirms Mr. Lanier's 
state- 
ments. 


George W. Hill, of the American 
Baptist Missionary union at Yachian, 
tells of the flight of himself and parly 
from that place and of an attempt to 
mob them while proceeding down a 
river in a boat. 


He was unable to tell at the time the 
letter was written whether the Baptist 
mission property at Yachan had been 
destroyed, but he learned before leav- 
ing there that all the stations on the 
Cheng Tu and Yachan roads, Catholic 
and i^rotestant had been looted and 
there had been riots at Hung Ya Kiat- 
ing, Sur Fu, Li Chinan g, and other 
places where the missions were t^t- 
tacked. 
Mr. Hill praises the action of 
the Chinese officials in giving them 
every protection at Yachang

NEW YOKK, Aug. 9.—The delegates of 
the Catholic Total Abstinence 
union 
met early today with President Rev. 
James McLeary in the chair. 


A telegram of greeting was read from 
500 Keely cure graduates, now in ses- 
sion in Plain field. N. J. 
A letter re- 
ceived from Rt. Rev. 
Father James 
McGoldrick, bishop of Duluth, 
was 
read, after which Rev. P. 
O'Brien, 
chairman of the committee on resolu- 
tions, presented the majority report. It 
was a bitter attack on liquor sellers and 
asked those engaged in the business to 
give it up. 
It also advocated a strict 
Sunday social law. 
The 
resolutions 
attacked the press. Archbishop Corri- 
gan and Mgr. Satolli. 


Father Zuricker, of 
Buffalo, pre- 
sented a minority report. 
The main 
portion of his report was the same as 
the majority report, but he attacked 
the St. Vincent abbey beer and Catho- 
lics generally for making beer. 
'' That's 
the darkey behind the fence in my re- 
port," said he. 
Rev. 
Father Ward 
moved that the majority report be re- 
ceived and Father Zaricker's references 
to St, Vincent's beer be incorporated 
therein. 
Father Zuricker said: "Peo- 
ple of America would respect Catho- 
lics more if they took a bold stand on 
this question." 
Father Walter Ross, of 
Ohio, said they were a national body and 
should pass resolutions dealing with the 
national question and not 
designate 
any particular place or diocese. 
He 
moved that the following resolutions 
be adopted: 
' Recognizing ihe 
incon- 
sistency of declaiming against Catholic 
laymen in the liquor business while 
passing over in silence the 
unseemly 
spectacle of religious men and clergy 
managing and encouraging the unbe- 
coming traffic, the union deplores the 
continuance of this undeifying example 
and hopes for its speedy suppression." 
Father Kelly said there was no sin- 
cerity about this forcing, for Father 
Ross, at the meeting of the committee, 
voted against his own resolution. 


The chairman said that could not be 
allowed. 
Delegate Magee, of Minne- 
sota, a colored man, was the 
next 
speaker. 
He was vociferiously cheered. 
"The darkey," said he 
"has 
been 
smoked out of the woodpile and across 
the fence." 
It seemed to him that 
this disgrace had been tolerated 
too 
long. 
In his state they were told: 
We can drink the St. Vincent beer; 
it is holy and won't do us any harm." 
He urged the passing of the minority 
resolution. 


Father Doyle, in reaching the reso- 
lution, asked the delegates if they were 
willing to say that religious men and 
clergy were managing and encouraging 
the liquor business. 
There 
was a 
prompt "no," and then Father Doyle 
said: 
"You cannot pass that resolu- 
tion." 
Mrs. Lake said such a resolu- 
tion could not be accepted, as it would 
cause a misconception in the minds of 
many people. 
After further diacussion, 
the majority report was adopted. 


St. Louis was selected as the 
place 
and the first Wednesday of August as 
the time for next year's meeting of the 
union. 
Father Cleary, of Minneapolis, 
was unanimously re-elected 
president 
and J. Washington Logue was re elect- 
ed vice-pressdent.

NASHVILLE, 
Tenn., 
Aug. 
9 —Hon. 
Howell Edmunds Jackson, 
associate 
justice of tlie supreme court of 
the 
United States, died at his residence at 
West Meade, six miles west of this 
city, at 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon of 
consumption. 


Justice Jackson had been 
critically 
ill for a week, but only his family and 
a few intimate friends knew the facts, 
the first publication to that effect being 
made yesterday 
afternoon. 
Judge 
Jackson had been ailing for several 
years, but there was no alarm felt 
about his condition until about a year 
ago, when he took a trip to the north- 
west, being absent several months. 
He 
then went to Thomasville, Ga., where 
he spent last winter, but was little 
benefited. 


He was brought home in April. 
One 
of his lungs was almost entirely 
gone 
and his condition was very serious 
owing to dropsical complications. 
His 
physicians succeeded in gradually re 
ducing the dropsical aflTection, and he 
was well enough in May to go to Wash- 
ington, where he sat on the bench 
on 
the occasion of the rehearing of 
the 
income tax cases. Justice Jackson was 
not benefited by the trip, as he 
had 
hoped, and had lost strength 
steadily 
since his return. 


A week ago he was compelled 
to 
take to his bed. 
Absent members of 
his family were summoned and all 
were at his bedside when the end 
came, except Miss Elizabeth Jackson 
and William H. Jackson, jr , who are 
in Europe. 
The end came at 2 o'clock, 
he being conscious to the last. 


Justice Jackson leaves seven chil- 
dren, Henry Jackson, soliciting freight 
agent of the Southern railroad, of At- 
lanta; W. H. Jackson, jr., attorney for 
the Chesapeake and Ohio at Cincinnati; 
Howell 
E. Jackson, manager of the 
Jackson cotton mills, at Jackson, Tenn. ; 
and Miss Mary Jackson, who are chil- 
dren of his first wife; and Misses Eliza- 
beth, Louise and W. H. Jackson, chil- 
dren of his second wife, who was Miss 
Mary E. Harding, a daughter of Gen- 
eral W. G. Harding. 
Justice Jackson's 
home was at West Meade, 
adjoining 
Belle Meade, and the farm is operated 
by General Jackson in connection with 
his own place. Belle Meade. 
Funeral 
services will be held Sunday afternoon 
at 3:30 o'clock. 


Howell Edmunds Jackson was born 
in Paris, Tenn., April 8, 1832, so that 
he was in his sixty-third year at the 
time of his death. 
Justice Jackson 
was a classical scholar, graduating from 
the West Tennessee college in 
1848. 
He studied law two years at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia and in Jackson 
under his kinsmen, Judges A. W. O. 
Totten and Milton Brown. 
He gradu- 
ated from the Lebanon law school in 
1856, in which year he located in Jack- 
son and engaged in the practice of his 
profession. 
He removed to Memphis 
in 1859, where he continued the prac- 
tice of the law. 
He served on the su 
preme bench by >ppointment on two 
occasions, and was once a prominent 
candidate for supreme j udge before the 
nominating convention. 
He relocated 
in Jackson in 1876, and was elected to 
the state house of representatives in 
1880 on the state credit platform. 
He 
was elected to the United States senate 
as a democrat in 1881, and served till 
April 12, 1886, when he was appointed 
United States circuit judge by Presi- 
dent Cleveland, and was nominated 
for associated justice by President Har- 
rison. 
He was confirmed by the senate 
February 18, 1893, and entered upon 
the duties of the office March 4, 1893. 


WASHINGTON, 
Aug. 
9 —Concerning 
the successor to Justice Jackson, of 
course, nothing is known here, 
but 
there is a great deal of speculation. 
When Justice Jackson was very ill last 
spring, and there was also talk of 
his 
resignation, it was generally believed 
the president would appoint Mr. Horn- 
blower, of New York. 
There is a very 
strong opinion in official circles that 
the president will now lurn again 
to 
Judge Hornblower, 
though the ap- 
pointment will not be made for some 
time. 
President Cleveland has always 
felt deeply chagrined over the refusal 
of the senate to confirm the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Hornblower when it was 
first made, and it is well known that he 
is fond of carrying his points as to ap- 
pointments 
to the bench, even if he 
has to wait a considerable time in or- 
der to do BO. 
Mr. Hornblower was de- 
feated two years ago through the work 
of Senator Hill, but it is now believed 
Mr. Hill would not offer any objection 
to the appointment. 
Even were he to 
renew the fight, it is seriously doubted 
if he has enough influence with his fel- 
low senators to enable him to block 
the way. 
The 
president has always 
felt that a New York man should be

Taken From the Kuins of the 
Collapsed Building". 


WorKnion Aro Now Xearlu^ tlie Spot 
Wlicrc Most of the Kodlcs Are 
Siippo-Ned to Be. 


HORRIBLE AFFAIR. 


A Shoekingr Tragedy in a Missis- 
sippi Depot. 


Attorney Sfarj^taall Commits an Atro- 
cionu Marder Oui oi° Revenge for 
Alleged l^ihel. 


JACKSON, Miss , Aug. 9.—A special to 
the Associated Press from 
Brandon, 
Miss., fifteen miles east of here, 
gives 
the particulars of a horrible 
shooting 
affair which took place there at 9 
o'clock this morning, 
in 
which 
T 
Dabney Marshall, a prominent 
lawyer 
and member of the state 
legislature 
from Vicksburg, and two of his friends 
shot and killed R. T. Dinkins, agent of 
the Austin Road Machine company. 


While standing on the platform of 
the depot Dinkins was approached by 
Marshall and his two companions, 
H. 
H. Coleman and 0. P. Fox, of Vicks- 
burg. 
Marshall walked up to Dinkins 
and said: 
"This is Mr. Dinkins," and 
placing a pistol at Dinkins' 
stomach, 
discharged 
the 
weapon. 
Dinkins 
grabbed the pistol just as it was dis- 
charged and possibly the first shot did 
not take effect. 
As Dinkins 
backed 
away from Marshall there was a fusi- 
lade of shots from Marshall's com- 
panions. 
It is thought Dinkins 
fired 
Marshall's pistol at the latter, as it was 
found in his hands when dead. 


Marshall, Coleman and Fox, and Mar- 
shall's law. partner, Mr. Velnen, went 
in the waiting room of the depot' as 
soon as the bloody work had been com- 
pleted and announced that they weie 
ready to surrender, and Sheriff Dobson 
was called for. 


The cause of the killing is thq sensa- 
tional story told on Marshall by Din- 
kins. 
Two weeks ago Dinkins and 
Marshall occupied the same room, but 
different beds, at a hotel in Raymond, 
and next morning Dinkins told of what 
had transpired during the night, stat- 
ing that Marshall was guilty of a crime 
similar to the one for which 
Oscar 
Wilde is now serving a term in 
the 
English prison. 


When the story came to the ears of 
Marshall, he denounced it as a lie 
through the press. 
Dinkins, however, 
maintained that the story was true. 


Marshall was the democratic nominee 
for floater senator for Warren 
and 
Hinds counties. The killing is strongly 
condemned by the people.

NEW YORK, Aug. 9 —The work of 
clearing away the wreckage of the col- 
lapsed eight story building at 
West 
Broadway and West Third streets was 
continued all night, and one 
more 
body has been found, after some of the 
debris was removed. 
The 
workmen 
have not yet reached the spot where 
most of the bodies are believed to be 
lying. 
Most of the workmen who lost 
their lives are believed to have been in 
or near the center of the building when 
the crash came and most of the bodies 
are expected to be found near the cen- 
ter. 


That there are many bodies beneath 
the ruins there is no doubt. 
None of 
the men reported to have been lost 
have reported themselves alive and it 
is believed that there ai-e at least ten 
bodies which will be discovered before 
the ruins have been turned over by the 
workmen. 


The workmen engaged in clearing 
away the debris in the collapsed build- 
ing at West Broadway and West Third 
street at 5:30 o'clock this morning un- 
earthed a right foot on which was a 
shoe. 
This is said to be the right foot 
missing from the body of Peterson, 
who was recovered last night. 
Soon 
afterwards the workmen found the 
other shoe which had been torn from 
Peterson's other foot. 
At 7 o'clock an- 
other body, the fourth victim of the 
disaster, was recovered. 
It has not yet 
been identified. 


•MOBE BODIES FOUND,

victims 
were discovered in the ruins shortly 
before noon. 
One was identified as 
that of Michael Flynn. 
His body was 
drawn from beneath a mass of 
wreck- 
age on the first floor. The other two 
bodies were unidentified.

HONEST ABETHAND. 


Col. Hollo way, of the Indianapo- 
lis News, and Mr. Lincoln. 


An Indiana Editor's Recollections of 
tbe Great Central Figure of Amer- 
ican History—Pleasant .>Iemories. 


Col. W. R. Holloway, editor and pro- 
prietor of the Indianapolis News, one 
of the best papers in the state, left last 
evening for South 
Bend to 
conclude 
the canvass of funds for the silver 
service to be presented to the great 
battleship Indiana. 
The sum to be 
raised is $8 000, and of this amount 
nearly all has been raised through the 
exertions of Colonel Holloway. 


Few men are better known over the 
state than the editor of the Indianapo- 
lis News, and for this reason 
Colonel 
Holloway was delegated to go along the 
hedges and byways of the land contig- 
uous to the capítol and diligently wrest 
the shekles from the thrifty Hoosiers. 


During the war, while stationed at 
Washington, Colonel Holloway was on 
intimate terms with President Lincoln 
and has many pleasant recollections of 
this unique and great central figure in 
American history. 


"I shall never forget," 
said 
the 
colonel to a SKUTINSL representative, 
"an audience which I had with Mr. 
Lincoln shortly after the battle of 
Fredericksburg. 
I had been delayed 
in coming up with the regiment 
and, 
assisted by Whitelaw Reid, had forged 
a pass to get to the lines 
I rode an 
old, broken down, spavined mule, but 
I got to the lines in time to take part 
in the engagement. 
The reports sent 
out of the loss were grossly exaggerated 
and 3 few days later, upon my return 
to Washington, I was summoned to the 
White house by the president to give 
an authentic account of the battle and 
the losses attending. 
The president 
seemed greatly relieved when I in- 
formed him that the loss was far less 
than reported. 
'There, you see.' said 
he, turning to Colonel Nicholi, Henry 
S. Lane and others who were in the 
room, 'the enemy has been doing a 
heap of lying over that battle.' " 


"1 shall never forget the appearance 
of Mr. Lincoln upon that 
occasion," 
continued Colonel Holloway. 
"When 
I entered the room he sat with 
his 
great, long legs stretched at full length 
and in the palm olf his hand he 
had, 
half concealed, a dozen or so small 
pieces of cardboard. 
What do you 
suppose they were? 
Details of the 
movement 
of troops? 
Not 
much! 
They were memorandums of stories 
which had been told at the White 
house on the previous Monday night— 
that was story telling night at the 
White house. 
Mr. Lincoln would turn 
down the corners of the cards with his 
right hand, and as some word which he 
had jotted down reminded him of a 
story, he would give a quiet chuckle 
and his heavy heart was light for the 
moment. 


"But that hand—that great, awk- 
ward, honest member. 
1 shall never 
forget it. 
It grasped the fate of mil- 
lions of souls, but in it, as in the heart 
which gave it sustenance, there was 
room for memorandums of pleasant 
stories—in that heart for sympathies 
that were infinite."

DR. METCALF DEAD. 


His Demise Occurred Last Even- 
ing at 9:30 O'clock. 


Was One of the Best Known Pbysi 
cians in Fort Wayne—Sketch of 
His I.ife. 


At 9:30 o'clock last evening at his 
residence, 
No. 
109 
West 
Superior 
street, occurred the death of Dr. Sam- 
uel C. Metcalf, one of the best known 
physicians of this city. 
The immedi- 
ate cause of death was dropsy, superin 
duced by heart troubles. 
For a year 
aud a half past Dr. Metcalf ha'S been 
ailing. 
Last fall he was taken with an 
apoplectic stroke and was confined to 
his bed for some weeks. 
Since then 
he suffered another 
slight 
attack. 
About eight weeks ago he was taken 
down again and has never been able to 
leave his bed since. 
Yesterday 
he 
knew that his end was very near and 
so informed the family. 
He 
asked 
that a post mortem be held over his 
remains but this request will not be 
complied with. 


Dr Samuel C. Metcalf was born in 
Ashland county, Ohio, Feb. 14, 1844 
He w&s a descendant of an excellent 
colonial family. 
His grandfather was a 
native of Virginia, and his mother, 
Amanda Otto, was a native of Bed'ord 
county. Pa. 
His father was born in 
Ashland county. 
In 1849 they came to 
Allen county and settled first in Perry 
township, where the father had pur- 
chased a tract of unimproved land two 
years previously. 


The father of Dr. Metcalf developed 
a fine farm out of the then wild and 
unsettled region in Perry township, 
and upon this, which is known as the 
old Metcalf homestead, the father and 
mother resided for nearly thirty-five 
years. 
The latter died on the old 
home place May 19,1884, and the for- 
mer survived her until January 8th, 
1886, when he passed away at the resi- 
dence of his son, Martin Y. Metcalf, of 
Perry township. 


Dr. Metcalf was reared to early man- 
hood on the home farm. 
At the age of 
seventeen he became a teacher in the 
district schools and taught during the 
winters of 1862-3 and 1863-4 
He was 
also a 
student 
of 
Perry 
Center 
seminary. 
In the spring 
of 
1866 
Dr. Metcalf began the study of Medi- 
cine with Dr. E. G. Wheelock, sr., of 
Leo, and in September, 
1868, entered 
Charity hospital medical college, or the 
medical department of the University 
of Wooster, at Cleveland. 
Here he 
graduated in 1870. 
He then removed 
to this city, where he has since made 
his home, actively engaged in the prac- 
tice of his chosen profession until his 
recent illness. 
For several years Dr. 
Metcalf was a member of the board of 
health and in 1884 was chosen 
secre- 
tary, or chief health o£5cer of the city. 
He served in this capacity until 1892, 
when he was succeeded by Dr. J. E 
Miller. 


Dr. Metcalf was married on Novem- 
ber 18, 1875, to Miss Amanda T. Hill, 
whose father 
was an early 
Indian 
trader and settled first in Fort Wayne 
in 1836. 
Mrs. Metcalf was born on 
October 15. 1854 


The deceased leaves his wife, two 
children, Brice, aged four; Tulip, aged 
nine, and Maggie, an adopted daughter. 
Two smaller children died in early 
life. 


Dr. Metcalf was a staunch democrat 
and 
figured 
quite 
conspicuously 
in 
local politics. 
He was one of the best 
health oflScers Fort Wayne ever had. 


The deceased was a prominent mem- 
ber of Phoenix Lodge No. 101, K. of 
P., and that order will have charge of 
the funeral, which will be held from 
the house Sunday fternoon. 
Rev. Cis- 
sell will likely ceciate. 


DR. THAYER RELEASED. 


So 111 He Had to Be Carried Out 
of the Hack. 


Attorney E. V. Fmrick Goes on the Ap- 
peal Bond—Taken Home in a 
Conveyance.

Frederick Thayer, accompanied by his 
attorney, came out of the jail.

close confinement did not materially 
improve his appetite. 
He was men- 
tally troubled, also, and had many 
recollections of the thusness of certain 
things. 


The modus operandi of the doctor's 
release was an appeal taken by the at- 
torney. and a bond of $300 sworn to by 
Mr. Emrick, setting lorth that 
his 


client would appear before the circuit 
court during the SepUmber term and 
ask fcr an appeal from the judgment of 
the mayor's cour!.

Last evening the fire department 
was called to 332 West Jefferson street, 
in the extreme western part of the city 
to extinguish a blaze which had broken 
oat in a barn and which only caused 
damage of $150. 
Notwithstanding the 
fact that there are two engine houses 
on the west side of Calhoun street, both 
of which are well equipped with appar- 
atus and an efficient quota of. men, and 
either of which would have handled 
the blaze, the department at the cen- 
tral engine house, located on East 
Main street, on the east side of Cai 
houn, responded to the alarm and made 
the long run. when there was no neces 
sity whatever for BO doing. 


This habit of the department in one 
part of the city in responding to an 
alarm of fire in another and distant 
part of the city, outside of the fire 
limits which they are ordinarily ex 
pected to cover, is a frequent occur 
rence, and it ought not to be indulged 
in unless the fire is of such a nature 
that it cannot be effectually fought by 
the department in the closest proxim 
ity to the bleza,' In that case it is per 
fectly proper for the force in one fire 
district to go to the assistence of an- 
other and it ought always to be done. 


The danger resulting from euch 
proceedure as that of last night, aside 
from its being wholly unnecessary, 
that another fire might break out in 
the district from which the department 
ia taken and, without a force to tight 
the flames, a destructive conflagration 
might result. By the excellent tele- 
phone system in use for the service of 
the department, the men at one engine

the court rooms, there would appear to 
be much truth in the remark, but for 
tunately these cases of marriage failurrs 
are the exception and not the lulr. 
There are hundreds of thousands of 
marriages, which, foucded on love, Rie 
so beautiful and holy and happy as to 
force the conviction that they are 
divine. Many and many young hoarts, 
joined together at the marriage altar, 
move down life's pathway, celebrating 
their woodtn, tin, silver and gol'.len 
weddings, and remain happy and con" 
tented with each other's love until the 
grave parts them here on this earth. 


There is an old adage which says 
that matches are made in heaven, but 
that they get mixed up sometimes in 
coming down. This may be the case 
with those couples who go into court 
asking that their marriage contracts 
may be annulled. 
They have been 
mismated. One or the other of them 
has a disposition, or a temperament, or 
habits which even an angel 
from 
heaven could not endure. 
They are 
counter-irritants, their natures are an- 
tagonistic and rebellious, each seeming 
to be to the other like- rasping files, 
always grating, always jarring, always 
at cross purpoees, and it is often prob- 
ably better in such cased that the de- 
cree of a court should give them a 
le,i;al separation. Such discordant na- 
tures ought never to have been united. 
They failed to know each other as they 
should have known each other before 
they were married and they learn each 
other's faults and unfitness after it is 
too late. 


Such causes, however, for the dissolu- 
tion of the marriage ties are not the 
ones most frequently given in the 
courts. 
The record of nine out of 
every ten divorce cases contain as the 
allegations of the petition either drunk- 
enness or adultery, and who can bliime 
a wronged party for wishing lor a 
divorce from either cau3e? The sta- 
tutes decree that they shall be given 
and it is right for the courts to grant 
them. The misiry and disgrace that 
come to a wife who is joined to a man 
who is a confirmed drunkard knows no 
measure. It means everything. It 
means neglect, suffering, cruelty, loss 
of happiness and the destruction of 
home, and why should a woman be 
doomed to such a fate for life when she 
knows that the reformation of her hus- 
band is impossible? 


The lesson to be drawn from the fre- 
quent divorce cases in our courts is one 
that should be heeded by the girls, and 
that is not to marry a man who is ad- 
dicted to the use of intoxicating liq-jor. 
It will destroy the happiness of any 
wife and ruin any home, for sooner or 
later it will send the husband home a 
reeling drunkard and render him unfit 
to care for those whom he had swcrn to 
protect. 


The great question of human life, 
home, children, happiness, love, all 
cluster about married life. Yet, with 
all this, how poorly fitted are most 
young people to enter this relation. 
How little is done to educate a girl in 
these days for home life. The general 
custom prevailing betiveen mothers and 
daughters is that they do not talk as 
much as they ought to do about the all 
prevading subject of marriage and the 
girl enters this relation, as it were, 
ignorant, and to her sorrow learns too 
dearly and too late. Out of these sad 
experiences come the convictions that 
marriage is a failure, hence divorce, 
hence the woes unwritten that are en- 
dured by those who never seek a di- 
vorce, but go through life cursing the 
fate that binds them to their misery, or 
perhaps enduring it martyr-like be- 
cause of the love she once bore the 
man whose hand she took at the altar. 
Short Presidential Campaigns. 
I n an editorial in THE SENTINEL a few 
days ago we advocated the holding of 
late national political conventions and 
short campaigns, urging as reasons for 
so doing that such a course would be 
beneficial to business and commercial 
interests and prevent the country from 
being turned upside down for six 
months simply because a presidential 
election was to occur. The national 
conventions we maintained, agreeing 
with the Chicago Time-Herald, ought 
not to be held earlier than the second 
week in September and that the state 
and other party conventions ought not 
to be held until late dates. In com- 
menting upon this subject the Elanaus 
City Star of Wednesday says: 


The movement looking to shovter 
presidential 
campaigns 
should be 
strongly encouraged. 
There is no reas- 
on why a large portion of every t\jurlh 
year should be devoted to polidcg. The 
work of a campaign is not, as » rule, 
one of eduiation, and insofar aji it has 
educational features it can be p'.oaecut- 
ed just as well—and better—prior to 
the iiomination of candidates for 
ofiice 
After nominations are made 
the 
contest 
becomes 
simply a 
truggle 
for the 
office. 
Zeal 
oa one side is met by zeal on the other; 
display is met by display; one demon.- 
stration brings on a counter demon- 
siration, and heat begets beat until the 
whole country is in a frenzy of excite- 
ment and business is practically BUS- 
ponded. 
It is a conviction of the 
average politician that the battle is to 
the largest parade and the cloeeet can- 
vass, but it is very probable that no 
man who votes from political convict- 
ions is influenced at all in that way. 
The voters who have to be herded can 
be reached in a thirty days' campaign. 
They 
are gll 
known 
to the 
local politician, and can be coaxed, 
csjoled, bribed and bulldozed just aa 
succeesfully in thirty days as in four 
months, a n d at less oxpeus« 
T h e pev- 
sonal character of the candidate is g set- 
tled when the nomination is made, istvd 
the party principles are formulatf d in 
the platform upon which he stands. 
After that it narrows down to a contest 
as to which party can get out ^he big- 
geat vote. The country at larf e should 
so quietly about its busineHS and not nl- 
low itself to be thrown into turmoil pnd 
its business disturbed by hurrah elec- 
tioueeriog. 


Is There Any "Four Hundred?" 
Ono is glad to learn from PO good an 
authority as Mrs. Burton IlaiTi.son, in 
The Co.s;mnpnIitau Magazine, that tlie 
existence of any real Four Hundred .sncli 
as ai'o suppo.^cd to cousiituto tJic head 
and front of New York high life i.s, to 
say the least, very doubtful. 
The al- 
leged Four Hundred aro a "limited set 
of ultra rich Americans,'' who ai'O put 
np as social models for the re.st of the 
conntry. 
Soino of the.sd do not care 
for the absurd pedo.-^taliug, uthor.s tako 
themselves seriou.sly and accept the pub- 
lic notice and tlio tlattiuy as only the 
due of their superior merits. A woinau 
of this latter division said not long 
since, according to a story told by Mrs. 
Harrison: "Really, now that society iu 
New York is getting so liirge, one mnst 
draw tho lino somewliere. 
After this I 
shall visit and invito only those who 
have more than $5,000,000." 


Such is "high life" in America. 
Perhaps, however, 
mere wealth is 
getting so common iu this country that 
tho swell set will be obliged to find 
some other way to distingi.sh themselves 
from the common herd. In that lies the 
real hope for society iu this country. The 
mere vulgarly rich will in time find that 
they cannot draw the line anywhere on 
the line of the millions. Wit, cultivated 
brains, innate refinement, the gentleness 
of manner and the beauty and goodness 
that come from within outward—these 
will in time constitute tho genuine so- 
cial power in America. When that time 
comes, the schoolmistress who possesses 
these requirements will bo more of a 
leader iu "good society" than the wom- 
an who has nothing but her big diamonds 
and her castle at Newport to recommend 
her. 


The Yaclit Kace. 


Early in August will bo sailed the 
decisive race::! to indicate which of the 
American yachts will have the honor to 
compete with the Englishman's Valkyrie 
ITT for the America's cup, which has 
now been iu this country for over 40 
years. 
In September comes the race 
with the Englishman. 


The general impression appears to be 
that the Herreshoff built yacht Defender 
will prove the fastest one we can pit 
against the Briton. 
If so, it will be on 
the part of Valkyrie H I and Defender a 
reversal of the ordinary ideas of racing 
yacht construction in both countries. 
Heretofore 
American 
builders 
have 
clung to the so called Yankee skimming 
dish model of hull, a comparatively broad 
and shallow bottom witli a centerboard 
that conld be let down into tho water to 
steady the craft in high winds and deep 
seas.* It is this pattern of boat that has 
kept the cup here through all the succes- 
sive races with British yachts, all of 
which have been heretofore constructed 
on the deep, sharp keel pattern without 
a centerboard. 


This year, however, the Defender, a 
keel yacht ou tlie British model, has 
been built for the race. 
Ou the other 
hand, the British boatbuiJder has taken 
a lesson from successive defeats and 
built Valkyrie H I with a hull model 
resembling closely the American pat- 
tern. 
So that if Valkyrie and the De- 
fender race together it will be really 
the Yankee model of yacht that comes 
from England, while the British idea 
will be exploited iu the American De- 
fender. 


"Vivisection In Sctiools. 


Not many people are aware of the 
growing tendency to illustrate lessons 
in physiology and certain other branch- 
es of study in common schools by the 
torture and dissection of small 
living 
animals. 
These helpless creatures are 
cut, burnt and dissected while yet alive, 
to show the children the circulation of 
blood, the ganglia of the nervous sys- 
tem, etc. 


This is shocking and inexcusable 
cruelty. If the imitative young animals 
w e call children go home after such les- 
sons and experiment on their baby 
brothers and sisters and on the domestio 
animals around the house, none need be 
surprised. 
There seems to be a natural 
bent to cruelty in children. 
With the 
finer feelings and conscience yet unde- 
veloped, they delight iu torturing crea- 
tures more weak and helpless than them- 
selves. 
There is no explanation of this 
barbarous tendency, which is also found 
in savages. It is simply there and must 
be reckoned with. 
Now to inflame and 
increase this native disposition in chil- 
dren, as vivisection of birds and cats 
in schools does, is simply criminal. They 
who do it are taking ou themselves a 
responsibility 
they \vill not like to 
shoulder in coming years. 
Dead ani- 
mals or the eyes and other parts of dead 
animals can be used for illustrating 
anatomy. 
T i e circulation of the blood 
can be exhibited in a living frog's foot 
under the microscopo without hurtin-'/ 
the frog.

Will B i r b e c k M e e t s W i t h a Pain- 
f u l A c c i d e n t .

TO 
THE 
DEFENSE OF CONDUCTOBS. 


In defending conductors against the 
charge of dishonesty a veteran in the 
service said: 
' I don't believe that a 
spotter can any more ride on a passen- 
ger train and correctly check that train 
than he could stand in a grocery store 
and, from observation, make a correct 
report of the day's business. 
The num- 
ber and amount of cash fares paid con- 
ductora is trifling compared with what 
it was a few years ago, for the reason 
that the compensation of agents is made 
to depend largely on the receipts from 
the sale ot tickets; consequently every 
effort is made to sell tickets; also all 
the larger cities have gates to their 
train sheds, through which passengers 
are not allowed to pass unless they have 
tickets. 
There is another thing that 
works to the disadvantage of conduc- 
tors. 
By reason of their coming in con- 
tact with the traveling public the hotels 
consider them valuable friends to have, 
for the reason that they are enabled to 
direct and attract custom, and, while 
they usually stop at the best hotels in 
the city, they receive such favors in the 
way of reduced rates as would surprise 
the public. 
The 
conductor is thus 
credited with being extravagant 
in 
spending large sums for hotel bills, 
while, as a matter of fact, his board at 
one of the first-clasB hotels is less than 
it would be at a quiet, respectable 
boarding house."

discharged the 
weapon. 
Dinkins 


grabbed the pistol just as it was dis- 
charged and possibly the first shot did 
not take effect. 
As Dinkins backed 


away from Marshall there was a fusi- 
lade of shots from Marshall's com 
panions. It is thought Dinkinn fired 
Marshall's pistol at the latter, as it was 
found in his hands when dead. 


Marshall, Coleman and Fox, and Mar- 


shall's law. partner, Mr. Velnen, went 
in the waiting room of the depot'as 
soon as the bloody work bad been com- 
pleted and announced that they weie 
ready to surrender, and Sheriff Dobson 
was called lor. 


The cause of the killing is the. sensa- 


tional story told on Marshall by Dii 
kins. 
Two weeks ago Dinkins and 


Marshall occupied Ihe same room, but 
different beds, at a hotel in Raymond, 
and next morning Dinkins told of what 
had transpired during the night, stat- 
ing that Marshall was guilty ol a crime 
similar to the one for which Osoar 
Wilde is now serving a term in the 
English prison.

In 1849 they came to 


Allen county and settled first in Perry 
township, where the father had pur- 
chased a tract of unimproved land two 
years previously.

and upon this, which is known as the

Wrung I'rofcedure. 


Last evening the tire department 


was called to 332 West Jefferson street, 
in the extreme western part of the city, 
to extinguish a blana which had broJcon 
oat in a barn and which only caused a 
damage of $150. Notwithstanding the 
fact that there are two engine houses 
on the west side of Calhoun street, both 
of which are well equipped with appar- 
atus and an efficient quota of men, »nd 
either of which would have handled 
the blaze, the department at the cen- 
tral engine house, located on East 
Main street, on the east side of Cal- 
houn, responded to the alarm and m;«le 
the long run, when there was uo neces- 
sity whatever for so doing. 


This habit of the department in one 


part of the city in responding to an 
alarm of fire in another and distant 
part of the city, outside of the iire 
limits which they are' ordinarily ex- 
pected to cover, is a frequent occur- 
rence, and it ought not to be indulged 
in unless the fire is of such a nature 
that it cannot be effectually fought by 
the department in the closest proxim- 
ity to the blsza.' In that case it is per- 
fectly proper for the force in one fire 
district to go to tho asaistence of an- 
other and it ought always to be done. 


The danger resulting from such a 


procesdure as that of last night, aside 
from its being wholly unnecessary, is 
that another fire might break out in 
the district from which the department 
is taken and, without a force to fight 
the flames, a destructive conflagration 
might result. By the excellent tele- 
phone system in use for the service of 
the department, the men at one engine 
house can certainly be informed, and it 
is their duty to find out, whether the 
firo is of such a dangerous character as 
to require their assistance, and if it is
